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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/3/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant specifically argues against the combination of references Patel and 
Rozman with respect to claim 1. The applicant argues that the combination of Patel and Rozman 
would destroy the functionality of Rozman and that the resulting combination would not result in 
the limitations of claim 1, specifically "...a first indirect rotor position calculation technique that 
generates first rotor position values as a function of AC excitation supplied to a field winding of 
the synchronous machine rotor." 

The previously stated combination of Patel and Rozman, and the included modifications 
do not destroy the functionality of Patel. More specifically, the combination indicated is to apply 
a position sensing method and technique of Patel to a motor with non-permanent AC-winding 
magnets, NOT to alter the motor of Patel by simply adding AC windings, which surely would 
destroy the invention. Further, the examiner respectfully maintains that Rozman discloses a 
motor of analogous function to the disclosed invention while Patel discloses a method similar to 
that of the disclosed invention but for the type of motor in question. Only in combination is the 
disclosed invention rendered obvious as it would have been obvious to one of ordinary or 
rudimentary skill in the art to modify a position monitoring method applying to one sort of 
electric motor to another sort of electric motor by modifying it to account for the differences, 
including the AC-excitation windings, since references Patel and Rozman have disclosed back- 
EMF based systems applied to both sorts of motor.
